DECENT CIVILIZATION. 


Co-opentUoa *>» 


Prof. Prank L.. McVey of the Uniter- 
Ity of Minnesota has a suggestive ar- 
ticle under the above heading in a re- 
cent number of the Journal of Political 
Economy 
Steele county, Minnesota, has 


a population of 15.000. and in the county 
here are nineteen co-operative buildings 
and machinery for each creamery is 
H.OOO. Prof. McVey describes the meth- 
od of organization as follows: 


"The money for the buildings and tha 


purchase of the machinery la borrowed 
as a general thing. The board of direc- 
tors in every case had provided a sink- 
ing fnnd by levying a tax of five cents 
on each hundred pounds of milk brought 
to the creamery. The debt Incurred has 
been paid, in some Instances, at an av- 
erage rate of $200 per month. The larg- 
est creameries have had receipts as high 
as 145,000 in a single year. The average 
receipts of the creameries are about $20,- 
000 per year for each. This gives $380,- 
000 for distribution 
iu Steele county 


from the dairy business. The net sum 
distributed is less than this. The ex 
pense of carrying on 
the business is 


about $2,400 for each creamery. Deduct- 
ing the expense of management there is 
left $354,400 for distribution among the 
1,642 patrons of the creamery associa- 
tions. This gives each member some 
$215 for his share in the enterprise. 


"The creameries are governed by an 


organization very much like a joint stock 
company. The method of procedure is 
as follows: The farmers interested meet 
at a schoolliotise and appoint a commit- 
tee to ascertain the number of cows in 
the vicinity. If there are found to be at 
lease five hundred, and their owners are 
•Billing (o pledge their 
K-ilk to the 


creamery, au association is formtd with 
a president, vice president, secretary and 
board of directors These are empow- 
ered to build the factory and start the 
business. Once a month the officers de- 
clare a dividend on the basis of the milk 
furnished by each patron." 


When it is remembered that Dr. Mc- 


Vey !s a student of political economy, 
in the habit of making h's investiga- 
tions without persona! bias or mawkish 
sympathy for the " dowyi-trodden farm- 
er," bib conclusions become doubly in- 
teresting 


"The results from thi? industry are 


ieraarkable 
In the first place, the cash 


payments for milk ha\e freed UIG ?snssr 
from the system of store pay. lie now 
receives fa^fr for his produce and buys 
witi. the freedom that cash gives. In 
order to hold former 
customers 
the 


store-keeper finds it necessary to keep a 
larger stock and a better variety. 
A 


second result is noticeable in the home 
1'fs of the farmer. The work and drudg- 
es}' of butter making is taken from the 
kitchen, and the women are -relieved 
from a good deal of hard labor. 


"Certatnlj what has been said here in- 


dicate;, a growing prosperity through the 
medium of eo-op«.ime industry. 
In 


this example there should be much to j 
entourage the farmer^ In different parts j 
of the count! y. There is no reason why ' 
the same principle may not be applied 
to other features of agricultural 
labor 


and enable the workers in it to reap 
richer tewards than they aie now do- 
ing."

Two-story houses and big barns 
crowded with hay, oats, wheat and 
corn are in evidence m even" direc- 
tion. Blue-eyed children and flaxen- 
haired young ladies greet strangers 
without the'least shjness, and one is 
puzzled to know why they tall them- 
selves Indians., for they are as fail 
as any children and daughters of Eve, 
and there is not the least suggestion 
of a taint of red blood in their veins. 


In fact, amongst the old tribes that 


were settled here in the early part 
of the century there are very few full- 
blooded Indians. 
Hundreds of white 


men, 
and. stiangely enough, most of 


them Scotchmen, 
haJ 
intermarried 


with the Cherokees, Choctaws, and

they moved 


from their old homes in Georgia and

BALLAST ABOVE WATER LINE. 


ev Idea KeeelvInB Attention In Ma- 


rine Clrcl«»—A Snocemfoi Te»t- 


It is only within the last few years 


that sailors have discovered the great 
advantage of carrying ballast on the 
decks of empty ships. 
In 
sailing 


ships, of course, it is necessary 
to 


have the weight as low down in the 
hull as may be, for the object is to give 
the vessel "stiftness" and to counter- 
balance the pressure of the wind oa 
her sails. But in steamers the weight 
of ballast needed to prevent the ship 
from capsizing is small: most of it 
is carried to immerse the propeller 
and to reduce rolling, and as a steam- 
er's center of gravity 
is 
generally 


nearer to iier deck than to her keel 
ballast on deck steadies her more than 
ballast at the bottom of the 
hold. 


Some captains, it is true, still refuse 
to beliave that it can be safe to carry 
•weight so high tip, but the atiinber 
of tramp steamers that go to sea with 
rubbish on. their decks is steadily 
creasing. Tne Mancunia. which has 
jnst had her first experience of the 
Atlantic, is the first steamer in -which 
provision has been made for carrying 
water ballast above the water line. 
Her-aides are double, and the space be- 
tween the inner and outer skins can 
be filled or emptied at will, so tha 
there is no occasion to cumber her 
decks with solid ballast. Her cap- 
tain's statement that this voyage in 
her -was by far the most comfortable 
o£ twelve made by him across the At- 
lantic "in ballast." confirmed as it is 
by the recoid of the ship's clinometer, 
is certainly remarkable.

tefillne Vjloe of Corn &to»er, 
Maryland Experiment station has 


been conducting some feeding tests to 
dPterame the \aliie of the new corn 
product produced in making corn-pith 
cellulose by the Marsden process. The 
pith is separated from the leaves, husks 
and shells, of the stalks by grinding the 
whole in a specially constructed machina 
rom which U comes in a granular con- 
dition. The pith, being lighter than any 
other part of the stalk, is separated by 
•winnowing arid the refuse is used for 
eed for lue stock. 
In the experiments mentioned it was 


found the new product is considerably 
more digestible than corn stover in its 
natural condition, -weight for weight. It 
was more digestible than timothy hay 
and of more value as a feed, and it was 
proved to be in every way more valuable 
tor feeding purposes than shredded stov- 
er or the entire plant in its natural con- 
dition. 
Cattle fed with it gained 
in 


weight faster than those fed on corn 
blades and would lie down, and chew 
their cuds as they do when fed hay or 
when they are on grass. Horses fed 
on the new product kept in good condi- 
tion with less grain than those fed tim- 
othy hay and grain, the grain ration o. 
both lots being the same. 


Satisfactory trials were also made 


feeding it to cows and pigs. The ani- 
mals seemed to like it and ate it uj 
without waste. The trouble with feed- 
ing corn stover in its natural state or 
even shredded is the large percentage 
of waste. The new product is eaten up 
clean.

The shredder has removed this ob- 


iectlon in a large measure, but it has 
not been found that taking the pith out 
reduces the feeding value to any appre-

It is calculated from the statistical re- ] 


uorts that the corn stover of last year 
in this country weighed 80,000,008 too* 
as compared with 60,665.000 tons of hay. 
This crop of stover would contain 50,- 
000 000 tons of digestible feed materials. 
of which 1,600,000 tons wonlrt be protein; 
27 000,000 tons would be carbohydrates, 
and 500,000 tons would be fat. 


This indicates that the corn stover 


crop it well cared for, equals the hay 


i crop' in value, yet in large sections- this 
I product is absolutely wasted, and it is 
1 very rarely so looked after that its full 


feeding value is available.
